EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

Mr. James L. Browning has furnished to the FBI, 

•San Francisco; two threatening communications, copies of 
which follow, from apparently the same individual in Belgium. 

✓Mr. Browning received two previous communications prior to 
the following communications, which vehemently attacked 
Browning for his role in the prosecution of Patricia Campbell 
Hearst for bank robbery. 

Mr. Browning’s concern became more serious upon 
receipt of the August 31, 1976, communication, wherein the 
writer threatens to ’’come to San Francisco to knife you 
down in front of your dear family.” 

More_recently, on December 17, 1976, United States 
Attorney Browning received a post card from apparently the 
same individual, again criticizing Browning vehemently and 
pointing out to Browning that the judge who presided over 
the prosecution of Patricia Hearst was now dead. ' "

Enclosed for the Bureau are six copies of an LHM 
suitable for dissemination through Legat, Paris. 

The Bureau is requested to direct Legat, Paris, 
to ascertain through appropriate channels the identity of 
the sender of the threatening communications, which have 
been made part of the enclosed LHM. Originals of these 
communications have been submitted by separate communica¬ 
tion to the laboratory to be searched through the anonymous 
letter file. No request for latent fingerprint analysis 
is being made at this time but will be made at such time 
as any suspect is developed. 

Mr. BROWNING has indicated that prosecution of ^ 
the Subject in the United States is unlikely due to the 
apparent emotional instability evident in the letter. 
However, Mr. BROWNING fears for his personal safety, aris¬ 
ing from threats made/in the communications, which have 
led him to request thaiLsome border alert or stop be placed 
so that he could be notified if and when UNSUB enters the 
United States. I
